With the daily reminder of the 
conservation of food, the distribu- 
tion of flour substitutes, and the lim- 
itations of sugar, we are coming to 


realize the very important part our 
daily lives and habits play in the 
program of this world war. 

Some of us are inclined to criti- 
cize Mr. Hoover and the Food Ad- 
ministration, especially when some 
special item we are asked to con- 
serve on affects us directly. But 
when we consider that Mr. Hoover 
has undertaken to work out a plan 
never before attempted by man or 
nation, we must admit that so far 
his undertaking has proven a mar- 
velous success. s 

In all of his plans for the con- 
servation of food the honor system 
has been applied. Some, to be sure, 
have not understood, and a few, we 
are sorry to say have taken advan- 
tage, but as a whole, from producer 
to consumer, the plan is a success. 
The problem yet to be solved is, can 
this honor system be retained. Will 
we forget our own selfish interests. 
Will we be patriotic to the extent 
that we will deny ourselves some of 
the things we are used to in order 
that our own army may be fed and 
a@ goodly amount sent to our Allies? 

Mr. Hoover says the food ques- 
tion is not a question of local or 
national significance, but is a part 
of the world war program, and upon 
the success or failure of our food 
producing and food conserving rests 
the decision of this war. 

It is said by good authority 
the downfall of Russia was indirectly 
brought about by her inability to 
regulate and control the food prob- 
jem, 

I have recently had the privilege 
of hearing Mr. Merritt, Mr. Suffel, 
and Mr. Cullen, men all closely al- 
lied with the Food Administration, 
and I have every reason to believe 
they are men of rare ability, with 
true patriotic principles and working 
for the best interests of our nation 
in the regulation of the food prob- 
lems. 

Mr. Merritt says in speaking of 
our next summer sugar supply, our 
sugar is in our warehouses and we 
cannot hope to have sugar imported 
before the next season’s crop is har- 
vested and it rests with us whether 
we have sugar or not during. the 
summer months. If we conserve 
now there wili be plenty, but if we 
do not conserve now there will cer- 
tainly be a shortage.

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Not All of Us Are Advertising 





Hl. C. Hotaling, editor of the Blue Earth 
Enterprise, of Mapleton, Minn, a banker, 
lumberman, grain dealer, and business man 
in general, doesn’t like California’s adver 
tising campaign, recently inaugurated, and 
here is what he says about it: 

“An entire page in last Sunday's Chi- 
cago Examiner was devoted to exploiting 
California and contained the rather re 
markable statement that there were no 
meatless days in that state, and that with 
the abundance of fuel, the coalless days 
cut no figure. After reading such an ad 
promoted by the resort promoters of the 
state who make their living off of the tour- 
ists. one wonders whether California is 
really a part of the Union and vitally in- 
terested in the great battle for the world’s 
democracy. Some one in authority should 
eall to account those promoting such ad- 
vertising as its injurious effects are wide- 


spread. A Minnesotan reading that adver- 
tisement can well say that if California 
does not need to observe meatless or 


wheatless days certainly we do not, pro- 
ducing as we do, far more of these prod- 
ucts than the land of sun kissed oranges. 
All will have to do their utmost to win the 
war and California should line up shoulder 
to shoulder with her sister states, and we 
believe she is doing so despite the injur- 
ious statements of its resort keepers. The 
real injury of the advertising is the car- 
rying of the idea that there is any section 
of the country which is not doing its part 
in saving and observing meatless, wheat- 
less. porkless and coalless days.’ 

Mr. Hotaling, as editor of the Blue 
Earth Enterprise, has a perfect right to 
form his opinion of California advertising 
and to express his views along any line 
he may desire, but when he expresses 
some doubt as to this state being in the 
Union and doing its share toward making 
the war a suecess, we challenge his state- 
ment, and as far as this town—Upland, 
California—is concerned desire to point to 
him a few figures which indicate that Cali- 
fornia and particularly Upland, California, 
is decidedly in the Union, and with the 
Union to the end, no matter what that 
end may be. 

First and foremost this town has between 


2500 and 3000 population. One hundred 
and one men are now in the army, and 
seventy-five of those men are volunteers. 


In the first Liberty Lean drive Upland 
citizens bought $78.000 in bonds without 
solicitation of any sort. The bonds were 
simply placed with the banks, and when 
patrons of the bank inquired for them 
they were sold. In the second Liberty

Loan citizens of this town bought to the 
extent of $141,000 and are now ready for 
the third issue any time the government 
makes the call. In Red Cross work the 
first effort made resulted in $1000 for 
the local chapter, which was raised in 
two days’ time. In the general call for 
assistance Upland forwarded the sum of 
$12,800 to the Red Cross, having been 
asked for but $5000. In the Y. M. Cc. A. 
call Upland was asked for $1200. Citizens 
answered the eall with $2000. 

Throughout the towns and cities of Cali 
fornia you will find the same spirit on this 
war issue, and the men and women of this 
state are built of the stamina that means 
that the kaiser and his band of Jesse 
James bandit rulers will go out of busi- 
ness, or every able-bodied fighting Cali- 
fornian will be in his grave and every 
last California dollar spent in waging a 
war against a form of military government 
conceived in hell and destined to return to 
its birth place before the American people 
are through with it.

And yet another thing 
we desire to impress on Brother Hotaling, 
and that is that California does not exist 
from its tourist trade alone, although it is 
one item which enters in somewhat in the 
conduct of hotels and various resorts, but 
as the majority of Eastern tourists report 
that they get more for their money than in 
amy country they travel in, California’s 
success is assured.

‘T the farms. Even the men of the European neutral coun- 
tries are under arms. The fields of both Allies and neu. 

trals lack man-power, fertilizer and machinery. Hence, 

the production of food by ‘these countries has steadily lessened 
ever since the beginning of the war, while at the. same time, the 


shortage of shipping has grown more and more serious, with the 


consequent steady increase of difficulties in bringing food from the 
faraway markets of India, Australia and the Argentine. é 

The situation has become critical. There is simply not enough 
food in Europe, yet the soldiers of the Allies must be maintained 
in full strength; their wives and children at home must not face 
famine; the friendly neutrals must not be starved; and, finally, our 
own army in France must never lack a needed ounce of food. 

The Allies ask us to meet only their absolutely imperative 
needs. They are restricting the consumption of their own people 
to the minimum necessary for health and strength. They are con- 
trolling their food by drastic government regulation. There is 
even actual privation among their women and children; there is 
starvation in Belgium. 

The whole great problem of winning the war rests primarily 
on one thing: the loyalty and sacrifice of the American people in 
the matter of food. It is not a government responsibility; it is 
the responsibility of each individual. Each pound of food saved 
by each American citizen is a pound given to the support of our 
army, the Allies and the friendly neutrals. Each pound wasted 
or eaten unnecessarily is a pound withheld from them. It is a di- 
rect personal obligation on the part of each of us to some one in 
Europe whom we are bound to help. 

Tf we are selfish or even careless, we are disloyal, we are the 
enemy at home. Now is the hour of our testing. Let us make it 
the hour of our victory; vietory over ourselves; victory over the 
Enemy of Freedem.—Herbert Hoover.

campaigns. Ineluding Liberty Loan and Red Cross drives, to which | 
editors throughout the state contributed full pages of matter time 
after time and estimating that each of the many government bu-| 
reaus secured one-fourth as much space for its war publicity mat- | 


ter as did the state council, Owen ceclares that the total value of | 
newspaper space contributed by California newspapers will exceed | 
two and a half million dollars—or approximately $4900 for each 
newspaper. j 
“This is really a conservative estimate in dollars and cents of 
the part played so far by each editor in helping to win the war,’’ 
declares Owen. ‘In addition to the 40 or more government bu- | 
reaus which are sending out publicity material, there are almost 
as many quasi-governmental institutions, such as the National De- 
fense League, the Navy League, the Boy Scouts. the Red Cross 
and similar organizations which daily secure large amounts of 
free publicity for the war work they are carrying on or seeking 
to carry on. In addition there are numerous state commissions 
which are seeking to do their share in the government’s war pro- 
gram and considerable daily publicity is given to their work.

Enlisted men who were in service 
when the war risk insurance Dill be- 
came a law will have an additional 
60 days in which to apply for such 
insurance, according to information 
just received by the state council of 
defense from Washington. A _ reso- 
lution passed by congress and ap- 
proved by President Wilson extends 
the tiem limit in which war risk in- 
surance could be taken from Febru- 
ary 12 to April 12. The time limit 
set by the government does not ap- 
ply to men who have enlisted in the 
army or navy since the insurance act

BIG WAR CONFERENCE AT SAN 
FRANCISCO MARCH 5 AND 6 


mE 

War activities ‘affecting every part 
of the state will be taken up at the 
big war conference called for March 
5 and 6 in San Francisco by the 
state council of defense. The two- 
day program is to be featured not 
only by a joint conference at which. 
representatives of practically every 
war-work body in the state will tell 
of work already done and yet to be | 
done, but also by brief addresses by 
a dozen or more of the most promi- 
nent men and women in California 
now engaged in war work. The con- 
ference, which is to be held in the 
Palace hotel at San Francisco, is ex- 
pected to be attended by more than 
200 persons. 

Coordination of all war activities 
and the taking up of new lines of 
War endeavor which are intended to 
aid to the utmost the national gov- 
ernment’s war program will be the 
principal purpose of the meeting. Gov- 
ernor Stephens will make the open- 
ing address of the two-day confer- 
ence.
